Chicago, June 5.—.With the entrance 


of the Republican Presidential contest 
into its second stage comes an im-

Whether true of false or a mixture 
of both they serve a purpose.

nioned to ast 'his vote. 
Today it is 


alert, active and agile, seizing every 
opportunity to detract

librted Taft strength and to magnify 


opposition to his nomination.

made a "remount station," a place 
•where new mounts will be provided 
for cavalrymen, says an El Reno corre- 
spondent of the Cincinnati Enquirer 
It Is proposed to turn out more than 
1,000 bead of horses and mnles each 
year ready for the military. The cav- 
alrymen who have been stationed at 
the fort have gone to other posts, and 
just as soon as stables can be built the 
horse school will open. By July 1 the 
three-year-olds are expected to be on 
the reservation, and the taming will 
begin. England and France have re- 
mount stations, but Uncle Sam has 
never attempted them before. If the 
one at Fort Reno proves a success it 
Is probable that all horses and inules 
In the United States will hereafter go 
through their course in school before 
graduating into regular army life. 


"A horse usually lasts about seven 


years In, the service," said Captain 
Letcher Hardeman, who is at Fort 
Reno arranging for the opening of 
the school. "A mule is good for ten 
years. The contractors who have fur- 
nished the army horses have been buy- 
ing them between the ages of four and 
eight years. Our experiment will be 
with three-year-olds. 


"There'll be no broncho busters here. 


We don't care for any man who would 
mount a three-year-old, sock a pair of 
rowels into its side and fight it until 
ifs broken to spirit and broken in 
heart That kind of breaking may do 
on the plains, but it won't do for the 
United States army. A good cavalry 
horse must have a cavalryman's spirit 
Nor will the cavalrymen themselves do 
the breaking. This work will be in the 
hands of civilians, under the supervi- 
sion of army officers. 


"The best trainers we can find will 


be employed. After the horses have 
been broken cavalrymen will teach 
them the game of war. Xo animal is 
to be roughij handled. Kind treatment 
goes a long way with a horse in culti- 
vating a good disposition. 


"We believe there is economy In a 


remount station. Not only will we get 
a better, more desirable lot of horse?. 
but by taking them as three-year-olds 
we will get from one to five years' 
more service from them than when we 
took them four to eight years old. 
They may be bought cheaper too. A 
rebellious, unwilling horse can almost 
disrupt a cavalry movement, and the 
sooner It has 'I. C.'—inspected, con- 
demned—branded on its side the bet- 
ter off that troop of cavalry is." 


Captain Hardeman says that not a 


great many horses are condemned for 
viciousness, but occasionally one entire- 
ly unfit for use is got rid of. 


About sixty men will be employed at 


the Port Reno station, and they expect 
to break In 800 or 900 head of horses 
and from 300 to 400 head of mules each 
year. The old barracks at Fort Reno 
have practically been abandoned for 
months. The fort is on a reservation 
over which bands of Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe Indians still rove, but they 
commit no depredations. The Darling- 
ton agency is just a few miles distant. 
and Lo is careful that he does nothing 
"Which might prevent him from draw- 
Ing his quarterly pay. He remembers, 
too, the Indian police, mounted on fast 
ponies, who feel the importance of 
their blue uniforms and brass buttons. 


Captain Hardeman recently finished 


checking up the supplies which have 
been stored in the old fort and has 
shipped them away to other depots. 
Only a few caretakers are now at the 
post, and their chief duty lies in wan- 
dering about the deserted barracks. 
•waiting for the new stables to be built 
and the horses to come. Lively times 
are expected then.

Evidently there will be no openly 


Btand pat candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination- for president. 
It 


seems now to be a neck and neck race 
jetween the former stand patters, 
aunon and Fairbanks, to see which 


will make the largest bid for tariff re- 
orm support without burning behind 
hem bridges that afford connection 
with the heav-lly protected "interests." 
Speaker Cannon, through the Illinois 
jlatform, declared for revision after 
Harch 4, 1909. On. April \ the .vice 
resident, through a letter read at the 
Indiana convention, came out for re- 
vision immediately after the election 
.n November. Now the speaker by a 
resolution introduced in the house of 
representatives on April 2 shakes a 
big stick at one of the conspicuous 
:ariff beneficiaries, tlie paper trust. 


The speaker's resolution requests in- 


formation from the attorney general 
and the department of commerce and 
labor with reference to criminal prose- 
cution of the paper trust and investiga- 
tion into its affairs. This action would 
seem to be a flank zrovernent to a\oid 
a direct issue at this, time on the re- 
moval of the tariff on piper and wood 
pulp, jas recommended by the president 
and overwhelmingly (Vuu.nsled by pub- 
lic opinion and no doubt favored by a 
majority of congressmen. Mr. Cannon 
is reported to have expressed the opin- 
ion that the/high price of paper may be 
due to illegal combination on the part 
of the trust and not caused by the 
tariff at all. He would have the trust 
prosecuted, enjoined, dissolved, etc. 


Far be it from us to shield the paper 


trust from any of these dreadful pro- 
ceedings, but the speaker's move illus- 
trates well the" usual attitude of the 
politicians on issues of this kind. They 
give to manufacturers or allow them to 
retain a tariff wall, which is in itself a 
strong temptation to combination and 
monopoly and a protection against pos- 
sible disturbance in the enjoyment of 
monopoly privileges. This is their con- 
tribution to the ."interests." But they 
are equally generous with the people. 
For their benefit rigorous laws are

But the trust never re- 
linquishes its monopoly or forgets to 
raise the price to reimburse itself for 
the trouble of prosecution or the pay- 
ment of fines. 


If the high price of paper is not 


caused by the tariff, the speaker must 
yet acknowledge that it could do no 
harm to remove the duty, even though 
it did no good. He and other protect- 
ors of the "interests" might be driven 
to 'try this fepTeriinent if tlie people 
would show they are "next" to the pol- 
iticians' game. 


All the Republican candidates ex- 


cept Senator La Follette have forgot- 
ten to state whether they would revise 
the tar4ff up or down. The people 
should inquire mto this, for it is a mat- 
ter of some trifling importance wheth- 
er they are to be robbed more or less. 
Suspicion on this point is aroused by 
the fact that all of the would-be re- 
visers insist on a new lease of official 
power before making any attempt to 
relieve their constituents of the bur- 
dens now oppicssing them. If their 
action were to be in the general inter- 
est of the people, why not give the peo- 
ple a taste of the good things before 
election? This might whet the public 
appetite for more of the same sort next 
year.

It Controls Congress and Fools 


the People. 


TRICKY 
REPORTS 
MISLEAD. 


Tariff Legislation Blocked by the Steel 


Trust—Conceals Profits and Export 
Prices by Juggling Figures—Greed 
Overreaches Itself. 


That our §1,000,000,000 infant steel 


trust has for years held the keys to 
the tariff situation at 'Washington, is a 
fact known TO all who are at all famil- 
iar with subsurface conditions at our 
national capital. 


Kot only has this government pet 


gained and held control of the impor- 
tant committees of congress and smoth- 
ered all tariff bills and suppressed dis- 
cussion of the tariff, but it has very 
foolishly, as it now finds, blocked the 
passage of bills to liberalize our tariff 
drawback laws. 


In 1903, whea Congressman Lover- 


ing's very sensible bill to simplify and. 
liberalize our drawback laws was in 
the ways and means committee, it "was 
by order of the steel trust qnietly put 
to sleep. The order was given by 
James Gayley; first vice president of 
the steel trust. The Boston Herald of 
July 2S, 1007, contained ten columns 
of letters and facts on this subject. 


It was known in 1903 that the steel 


trust after close figuring estimated 
that the drawback bill if passed would 
curtail the trust's profits by S4GO.OOO, 
or one-third of 1 per cent This loss 
the steel trust would not permit, al- 
though it did not deny that the bill 
would mean millions of dollars to our 
exporting manufacturers and would 
especially enable them to keep busy 
making goods for foreigners when, as 
at present, the home demand for goods 
was slack. 


The steel trust then, as since, had 


full control over congress and tariff 
legislation. It used its power merci- 
lessly and to the limit 
That is one 


reason why the manufacturers of im- 
plements, tools, wagons, carriages, au- 
tomobiles, etc., are now demanding 
tariff reduction and. are carrying dirks 
for this tariff dictator. 
That is one 


reason why the tariff situation at 
Washington is getting beyond the con- 
trol of the steel trust 
That is one 


reason why the tariff will almost sure- 
ly be revised In 1909 if not before. 
When too late this greedy corporation 
realizes that by grasping for too much 
it may lose all. 


Our giant tariff pet has other iniqui- 


ties to answer for. Two of these re- 
late to false and misleading state- 
ments in its reports, made to conceal 
the real rate of tariff profits and to 
deceive the people as to the difference 
between Its prices for goods sold abroad 
and at home. 


The recently issued report of the 


steel trust tells us that the gross sales 
and earnings for the year ending Dec. 
31, 1007, wtre $737,014 767 and that 
the net earnings, after deducting $35,- 
000.000 for maintenance and repairs, 
were $100,904,673. 
Apparently, then, 


this trust sold its products at a profit 
of only 27 per cent on their 
cof-t 


price. This rate of profit does not look 
large to us when we consider how 
heavily we tax ourselves to support 
this prince of paupers. 


But in reality the rate of profit was 


about twice 27 per cent 
In another 


part of the report v-d are inionued 
that "gross sales and earnings'' in- 
clude "sales made between the sub- 
sidiary companies'" as well as those to 
the outside world. This is ridiculous, 
of course, and is done for .the purpose 
of di«gui«Insr tariff profit?. 


Just what were the acturl "gross 


sales" to the public the report no- 
where tells us. It dcos, hov,-o\-or, toll 
us that the total tons of "rolled and 
other finished products for sa'e" were 
10.376.742. 
"We know the quoted prices 


for nearly all of these products, and 
we know that the average price was 
not, as the figures indicate, over $70 
per ton. 
We know that it was not 


$60 or even $50 per ton. It probably 


did not exceed $40 a ton. or about 
§414.000.000. 
Adding 
?4G.OOO.OOO—a 


liberal estimate—for all other possible 
sales and earnings—from its railroads, 
sales of cement spelter, etc.—we have 
$460.000.000 as the total amount of the 
gross sales to the public. 


Deducting the net profits, we have 


less than $300,000,000 as the total cost 
of the products sold. The actual rate 
of profit then, we are proud to say, 
was 54 per cent on the cost price of 
the products sold. 


But this juggle and jumble of gross 


sales is crude when compared with 
the deftness with which the difference 
between export and domestic prices is 
concealed from most people by tb,e 
following statement: 


"The average mill price per ton re- 


ceived for all exported materials was 
only 71" per cent less than the average 
price received for all domestic ship- 
ments." 


This apparently honest and frank 


confession that goods for export are 
sold only 7^ per cent below the do- 
mestic price is undoubtedly the most 
beautiful piece of deception in the 
whole steel trust report. Overlooking 
the probable juggles in the words ''av- 
erage'' and "mill price." here are the 
essential facts which the words of this 
report were intended to conceal: 


The exports consist mainly of highly 


finished products, such as barbed and 
other wire, wire nails^- tin plate, etc. 
The domestic sales consist mainly of 
heavy products, such~ as steel rails, 
structural shapes, merchant steel, tub- 
ing and pipe, blooms, plates, etc. The 
average price in the home market of 
the class of goods exported is perhaps 
$47. 


The average price of all goods sold 


in the home market is about ?40 per 
ton. 
If, then, the exported goods were 


sold at 71,;; per cent less than $40 per 
ton, 
they were sold for 837, or i?10 per 


ton below the domestic price for the 
same class of goods. 


This would make the difference be- 


tween export and home prices nearly 
SO per cent instead of ''only 71j per 
cent." 
It is reasonably certain that 


the average difference was not less 
than 15 or 20 per cent, even in 1907, 
when, as the report admits, foreign 
prices were nearer to domestic prices 
than at any time since the steel trust 
•nas formed. 


The present (1908) difference between 


export and domestic prices of steel is 
probably much more than 30 per cent 
Thus It is known that in January the 
United States Steel Products Export 
company sold for esport lOU.OOO tons 
of sheet bars at SI shillings per ton, 
delivered in Wales. 
Deducting $3.50 


for freight, the I'ittsburg price for 
these exported goods was $1G against 
829, 
the home price. In this instance 


the domestic price was 80 per cent 
above the export price. 


The steel trust exported 1,014,082 


tons of steel goods in ~1907 and sold 
9.3G2.G60 tons in domestic markets. If 
the tariff profits were $10 a ton, they 
amounted to §93,000,000 in 1907. This 
is about the average yearly tribute 
that we pay to the greatest and most 
powerful corporation on earth. At this 
price it can well afford to perform fig- 
ure juggling stunts and sleight of hand 
tricks in its reports.

'THE DULUTH GAS FRAUD. 


The Results of the Economies and En- 


terprise of a Private Company Claim- 
ed by the Mu.nicipal Management of 
the Gas Piant of Duluth, Minn. 
To those unfamiliar with the facts 


the 
reports 
assiduously circulated 


about the jras department of Duluth 
would give the impression that the 
profits reported are the result of mu- 
nicipal operation. This is, however, 
far from th/> truth, for in 1904 the city 
shut down the generating plant which 
it had purchased only six years before, 
and since that date it has been merely 
a distributer of the gas made by a 
private company. 


During the five complete years (1S99- 


1903) 
thaj the city made its own gas 


the average cost per thousand reet was 
§1.20 and the receipts §1.17. In these 
cost figures there is no allowance for 
depreciation, lost taxes, accidents, le- 
gal serviws, etc. A very moderate al- 
lowance for these would greatly in- 
crease the loss per thousand, and if 
private enterprise had not come to its 
relief the gas plant would have ulti- 
mately proved a grievous burden, al- 
though so far as possible it bad been 
removed from political influences. 


The reductions in price of gas made 


by the city while it was operating the 
plant were due largely to the great 
increase in demand resulting from the 
rapid increase in the use of gas for 
fuel purposes as well as to improve- 
ments in the art of manufacture, but 
in no case were they warranted, for 
the real cost was always in excess of 
the net price. 


The reduction in price since the city 


abandoned the manufacture of gas is 
due to the private enterprise of the 
coking plant which supplies gas as a 
byproduct to the city and which has 
spent many thousands of dollars In 
exploiting the gas to increase its sales. 
As a gas expert who has no interest in 
this company writes: 


"Of course this Is very fine for the 


citizens of Duluth, but it is not munici- 
pal ownership, as the city is freed from 
the two factors which ordinarily are 
the worst features of municipal plants 
—to wit, lack of proper handling of the 
manufacturing end of the business and 
lack of push in exploiting the commer- 
cial side. In short, the city of Duluth 
simply distributes the gas and collects 
the bills."

-How 
It May B« Turned to Good Ac- 


count For the People. 


That the panic of 1907-8 is called 


by Borne a "prosperity panic," probably 
by those who would avoid their share 
of responsibility for it. will bring little 
comfort to the thousands who have 
lost the meaus of livelihood or to the 
wives and children who feel the bitter 
pangs of hunger. No panic was ever 
a "prosperity panic" in the sense of 
being caused by general prosperity 
among the people, though it might be 
caused by prosperity among a few at 
the expense of the many. 


But this panic may possibly be the 


cause of prosperity—hi the future. If 
Jt leads the people to sit down and 
cast up their accounts with those who 
enjoy tariff monopolies and other un- 
just privileges; if it gives them time 
to observe how the trusts have driven 
down the prices of the raw materials 
and labor which the trusts buy and 
have driven up the prices of the prod- 
ucts which the trusts sell, all under 
the protection of a high tariff wall, 
then good may come out of evil and 
the panic may be truly called a "pros- 
perity panic."

CONFERENCE OF GOVERNORS. 


View* of Some on Conservation of the 


Country'* Natural Resources. 


Views on the conference of state gov- 


ernors and other notables called by 
President Roosevelt to discuss the con- 
serving of the natural resources of the 
United States were expressed as fol- 
lows by Governor John A. Johnson and 
others. 


Discussing the AVhite House confer- 


ence Governor Johnson said: 


I think that some good should come of 
It. I do not see now just wherein it takes 
on a governmental aspect. As I under- 
stand it, the problem of conserving and 
making the most of inland waterways, 
the coal supply and things of like nature 
is largely of an engineering nature. I 
can't see how a state or the federal gov- 
ernment can dictate to a man who owns 
a coal mine bow lie sliaii mine ins uuai. | 
But he can be educated, and the confer- 
ence, I should think, will be largely of an 
educational nature. 
None'of the correspondence that I have 
received on the subject has indicated that 
the purpose of the meeting is to extend 
the federal power. If that should develop 
I am sure that it would meet quick and 
solid resistance. 
I have views on that subject. We have 
had recent and unpleasant experience 
•with the federal usurpation of power in 
my state. I am not in favor of the state 
surrendering one more function to the 
federal government. The federal govern- 
ment has appropriated too much power 
already. 
If the governors have been 
brought here to surrender the authority 
of their states—if they have brought us 
here to make Alexander Hamiltons of us 
—we shall have to object strenuously. 
But if that is the case it has yet to de- 
velop. 


The governor, discussing an annual 


meeting of governors, said: 


I would favor such a gathering some- 
where in the middle west, where it would 
be equally accessible from all states. The 
laws in the several states are so different 
that any movement toward uniformity 
should be encouraged. At these meetings 
the governors by discussion and compari- 
son could find out which states have the 
best laws on subjects of importance, and 
these could be recommended to their sev- 
eral legislatures. 


Governor E. S. Stuart of Pennsyl- 


vania before leaving for the conference 
said: 


The president's administration has brougb.1 
about and accomplished a great many 
policies which have been beneficial to 
the American people, but he has never 
proposed anything of greater interest to 
those living and those to come than this 
conference called to endeavor to arrange 
some pl^n for conserving our natural re- 
sources. ' 
Pennsylvania some years ago began, 
among other things, the preservation of 
its forests and today has one of the best 
organizations for the purpose in the coun- 
try. It has achieved as much as, possi- 
bly more than, any other state along this 
line. 
At present we have nearly a million 
acres of reservation, which the state is 
taking care of and planting with new 
trees. Pennsylvania is doing that which 
in the future will make what are now 
virtually waste lands not only valuable 
in assisting the preservation of our wa- 
ter supply, but of immeasurable benefit 
to coming generations. 


Governor Charles M. Floyd of New 


Hampshire, who was full of the con- 
ference, said: 


I had no idea that the object and pos- 
sibilities of the conference are really so 
great as was proved to us by the presi- 
dent. I see now that this conference is 
to be historic, not only for the unique, 
fact of the summoning of governors and 
specialists into"*-touch with each other, 
but for results that may be confidently 
anticipated. 


Governor Thomas M. Campbell and 


the delegation from Texas were deter- 
mined to advertise some of the natural 
resources of their state. 
The other 


afternoon when the delegates entered 
the White .House they found awaiting 
them a great bunch of the fragrant 
jasmine blossom with a courteous 
attendant in charge urging each and 
every one to take all he could carry. 
The delegates responded to the over- 
tures, and all the coats in the east 
room were decorated with huge white 
blooms.

beat again of its own accord, that 
many lives might be saved by this 
method of artificial respiration. To all 
appearances the man was dead twice, 
and yet he lived again when the heart 
was squeezed, sending the blood cours- 
ing- through the arteries. 


Dr. Sullivan thinks that if a person 


could be operated upon immediately 
after being taken from the water in 
many drowning cases life might be 
conserved. He advocates opening tae 
body and removing the ribs until the 
heart is visible and is accessible in 
order that the fingers may be inserted 
to handle it. In many accidents life 
still lingers long after the person seems 
to have ceased to breathe.

000 to erect in Chicago an apartment 
building in which the plans of each 
one will be carried oat in the minutest 
detail.

The 
city is geographically a considerable 
distance from the center, but it is not 
far from the population center of the 
United States. In the matter of trans 
portations, both by -water on the great 
lakes and by rail, Chicago is unsur- 
passed. It is the greatest railroad cen- 
ter in America, though in danger of 
losing its premiership in that respect 
to Kansas City. One may reach Chi- 
cago with comparative ease from any 
place in the United States where there 
is railroad connection. Another advan 
togo of the city for great conventions 
is that of hotel facilities. So big is 
Chicago tbat the many thousands of 
extra visitors who attend the national 
conventions create scarcely a ripple of 
excitement so far as numbers are con- 
cerned. They can be accommodated 
with ea^e, and even swallowed up in 
the vast throngs -without being partic- 
ularly noticeable. 


Chicago and Xew York are the only 


cities in America where this condition 
prevails.

CROWNINSHIELD'S CAREER. 


Former Governor of Kansas Thinks 


That if Hardpan Beneath Upper Soil 
Were Broken Up the Land Would 
Hold More Moisture—Wants Govern- 
ment to Experiment. 
Experts In the agricultural depart- 


ment at Washington are now wres- 
tling with a new idea to conserve mois- 
ture and to prevent floods. It was sug- 
gested to them recently by former 
Governor Samuel J. Crawford of Kan- 
sas, who is a practical farmer. It sim- 
ply involves loosening the subsoil. 


Governor Crawford calls attention to 


the fact that the soil most everywhere 
is underlaid at a depth of from one to 
ten feet with a streak of hardpan. 
through which it is almost impossible 
for water to penetrate. As a result, in 
case of heavy rain the only soil that 
can absorb the moisture is that above 
hardpau. When this takes up all it can 
hold there is nothing left for the re- 
mainder of the water but to ruu off on 
the surface, causing the floods. After 
the floods the heat of the sun draws 
the moisture out of the thin soil and 
sooner or later gets it out of the deep- 
er soil. The governor's plan, says a 
Washington correspondent of the St 
Paul Pioneer Press, is to break up the 
hardpan with dynamite and let the 
water down into the soil under it 


"It has been demonstrated that un- 


derneath this bardpan is nearly always 
a porous soil or gravel," said he, "and 
it is capable of holding vast quantities 
of water, provided the water can ever 
get to it If the hardpan is broken np. 
It would seem that more water' would 
go in the ground than does now." 


This fact already has been demon- 


strated to the governor's satisfaction at 
least He discovered it by accident on 
biis own farm. He started to bore a 
well and after sinking the drill about 
six feet in the ground abandoned the 
place. A hired man in a spirit of fun 
put in the hole a stick of dynamite and 
exploded it That was three years ago. 
Since that time the grass at that spot 
Is always luxuriant, even when the 
rest of the pasture is absolutely barren. 
It showed that where the hardpan was 
"shaken up" the moisture was con- 
served. The governor has written the 
secretary of agriculture suggesting that 
the government test the matter. 


"It will cost but a trifle," the gov- 


ernor said, "and it might prove a solu- 
tion of the whole scheme of flood pre- 
vention and Conservation of moisture. 
I suggest that the department dyna- 
mite a quartet section of land-out west 
and see whaFhappens. If the experi- 
ment proves a success the farmers will 
take it up readily and dynamite their 
farms. It is barely possible that the 
idea which came to me as a result of 
an accident may enable us to grow two 
blades of grass where one grew before 
and stop the floods of the future. 
I 


think it is worth while for the secre- 
tary of agriculture to give it a trial 
anyhow."

Achievements of the Rear Admiral In 


His Active Naval Service. 


It falls to few men in the naval serv- 


ice to achieve the reputation of signal 
ability in its various branches enjoyed 
by Rear Admiral A. S. Crowninshield, 
who recently died in Philadelphia. 
Aboard ship, in command of training 
vessels, as chief of the bureau of navi- 
gation, as ensign facing the enemy's 
guns in front of Fort Fisher, in all 
places -where duty called in peace or 
•war, he gained honors and friends and 
ofttimes the jpraise of the department 


He was born in New York state 


March 14, 1843, and was appointed a 
naval cadet in 1860 and graduated 
three years later. Promotion to master 
came within two years, to lieutenant 
within three and to lieutenant com- 
mander -within five. In 1880 he be- 
came commander, captain in 1894. 
chief of the bureau of navigation with 
the relative rank of commodore in 
1897 and rear admiral in 1902. 


He saw active service at the begin- 


ning of his career. This was when 
ensign on the United States steam 
sloop Ticonderoga, which participated 
in both attacks on Fort Fisher in 1864 
and 1805. 
For this service he was 


highly commended. He afterward com- 
manded the training ship Portsmouth, 
the school ship St Marys, was a 
member of the naval advisory board 
in New York city and commander of 
the United States battleship Maine in 
1896-7. 


On April 2G, 1902, Rear Admiral 


Crbwninshield relinquished his duties 
as chief of the bureau of navigation 
and member of the general board and 
departed for the European station to 
hoist his flag on the battleship Illinois, 
which took part In the naval demon- 
stration incident to the coronation of 
King Edward. Secretary Long compli- 
mented him npon his administration of 
the bureau. In the five years he had 
made many notable reforms. He was 
a member of the board of officers 
which recommended the amalgamation 
of the line and engineer corps, which 
was enacted Into law. As a member 
of the aaval war board during the war 
with Spain he displayed sound judg- 
ment and knowledge of war conditions 
which were of great value to the de- 
partment in the distribution of vessels 
and the final cornering of the Spanish 
squadron at Santiago. Finding it im- 
possible at this time to procure enough 
men for the navy on the coast, the rear 
admiral suggested and Secretary Long 
adopted the suggestion that landsmen 
be enlisted and trained. In a very 
short time thousands were receiving 
an education in the duties of men-of- 
war's men. 


On leaving active service, in March, 


1903, the rear admiral retired to the 
Anchorage, as he called his villa at 
Seal Harbor, Me., where, with his wife, 
a talented authoress, he rounded out in 
quiet contentment his long and active 
life.

Novelty Used In Australia's 


and Sandy Regions. 


A new market for leather, according 


to Le Franc Parleur, is to be found 
in Australia, concerning which this 
French jouinal says: 


"In districts of Australia the horse is 


shod with leather instead of iron. The 
feet receive better support This novel- 
ty is employed only in regions where 
the ground is permanently covered 
with grass or fine sand. In a country 
Hke Australia, where stocks are some- 
times scarce and a horseman may ex- 
perience great difficulty at a critical 
moment m finding a horseshoe, such 
an innovation is a useful novelty. With 
extra shoes whose weight is a trifle- 
shoes, too, that can be fitted without 
trouble—it is practicable to travel with- 
out fear of the horse losing its shoe 
and being injured. Though the leather 
shoe is more expensive than the iroe 
shoe, the higher price is repaid by the 
superior ad\ antages. 


"In some quarters the horses were 


never shod with iron. Probably shoes, 
like drivers, will be supplied before 
long, thus avoiding the disagreeable ex- 
perience of a horse's hoof wearing too 
rapidly. It is not impossible the inno- 
vation will soon extend to every coun- 
try where the nature of the soil per- 
mits It to be used." 


Ice Cream For Breakfast. 


"A new fad has come this way." 


said a Philadelphia confectioner the 
other day. "and that is to eat ice 
cream at breakfast A short time ago 
I was surprised by a request from one 
of my customers to serve a quart of 
strawberry cream at his house every 
morning before 7 o'clock. I thought it 
was iust an individual peculiarity at 
the time, but since then four or fiva 
more have made the same request, and 
now I have an early morning route 
along with the milkman. After all. it 
is a very sensible idea in hot weather, 
as the coolins dish gives a good start 
for the day It takes the plnce of fruit 
at the same time and is both nourish- 
ing and refreshing. 
I haven't the 


slightest notion where the idea origi- 
nated. I ne^er heard of it before that 
first customer made his request and 1 
don't believe it has been brought from 
any other citv. It seems to be just 
simultaneously growing up. I spoke to 
several other confectioners about it. 
and some of them have received like 
requests. I shouldn't be surprised If 
before midsummer ice cream for break- 
fast should become quite popular." 


Dimensions of Coast Defense Vessel 


That Withstood Fire of Big Gun. 
The monitor Florida, which was re- 


cently a target for the United States 
navy's biggest gun and which emerged 
triumphant from the firing to test the 
strength and resistance of eleven inch 
steel armor, is one of a class of four 
monitors built for coast defense work. 
She was built at Ellzabethport, N. J., 
being completed in 1903. The cost of 
her hull, machinery and armor was 
§1,307,130, and added to this was an 
expenditure of $211,048 for armament 
and equipment She is 252 feet long, 
50 feet beam; draft, 12Ys feet; displace- 
ment 2,755 tons; 2,400 horsepower; 
speed, 12 knots; coal capacity, 400 tons. 
Her armor is eleven inches thick amid- 
ships, tapering to five inches at either 
end. She has a protected deck of ar- 
mor one and a half inches in thickness. 
The armor of the barbette and turret is 
eleven inches thick and that of the con- 
ning tower eight inches thick. 


The Florida after being especially 


prepared was fired upon by a twelve 
inch rifle on the Arkansas in Hamp- 
ton Roads. The shot broke an eleven 
Inch turret plate, but did not penetrate 
It, and the delicate mechanism inside 
was pronounced uninjured and still In 
working order. 
Efforts to destroy a 


new type of fighting mast also proved 
futile, the mast standing after five 
shots. 


The turret, when examined after the 


twelve inch projectile had struck It 
bore all the evidences of a fight. The 
paint along the seams had disappeared, 
many of the seams were sprung, bolts 
were loosened, and slivers of the plate 
lay around. 
A board dummy inside 


was Intact and the opinion of the of- 
ficers was that even with the terrific 
impact the gunners in the turret would 
not have been injured. The mechan- 
ism in the turret bore no outward evi- 
dence of damage, and the belief was 
expressed that a test would find it in 
working order.
